But Find Him Alive. 


Tho identity of the man who met 


his deatii on the Soo tracks near Ga- 
gen two weeks ago still remains a 
mystery and perhaps will never be 
learned. The body was burled Thurs- 
day by the county. 


Learning that letters had been 


found on the man's clothing, from a 
girl in Canada to Win. Flynn, caused 
two Escanaba, Mich., men to believe 
that the dead man was a relative and 
they came to this City to take charge 
of the remains. 
Their names are 


Treflo Ilunbau and Jos. Fortier. Ow- 
ing to the mutilated condition of the 
body, identification was of course Im- 
possible, but the letters could not be 
disputed HO the Escanaba men made 
arrangements for the funeral. Imag- 
ine their surprise, however, to learn 
that they were about to bury the 
wrong man and that the Win. Flynn 
whom they knew, was very much 
alive and in llhlnelander. 


Tho discovery was brought about 


by an overcoat and the assistance of 


ihief of Police Straub. The men re- 
membered that Flynn possessed an 
expensive fur lined overcoat, which 
hoy sought to recover, knowing that 
le must have left It in some camp 
where he had been employed. Chief 
Straub was found and a description 
of the coat given to. him with the 
nopes that ho might assist them to 
llnd tlio garment. Suddenly it came 
to the Chief that ho had noted a man 
on the streets the day previous wear- 
ng just such a coat and he linmedi- 
Uoly started in search of him. In 
,en minutes ho had him located. Ho 
earned that his name was Wm. 
Flynn and was informed that the coat 
>vas his property. For a while the 
Chief thought this very impossible 
and harbored an Idea that the man 
was deceiving him. Was not Win. 
Flynn deadl Surely this man had in 
ome manner come into possession of 
,hc dead man's coat and was making 
•v strong blulf to establish his claim 
o the property.

loubts were soon dispatched when 
the Escanaba men appeared.

nen for a while could hardly believe 
their eyes that the man before them 
was the one whom they had supposed 
to bo dead. There was no doubt of It, 
though, and for a while there was a 
icene such as the streets of Rhine- 
ander seldom witness.

still aching from the shaking which 
they received. The men did about 
everything but kiss each other and 
'airly wept with Joy. But they are 
sxcusablc for they had found the 
man whom they had como hero to

bur of Arthur; likewise a mysterious 
hand grasps tho keys of the temple 
after Its destruction, like the mys- 
terious hand which took back that 
sword of Callbur.

of water In the Wisconsin river and 
Its said tributaries and thereby Im- 
proving the navigation and other 
uses ol' said stream and diminishing 
tlie Injury to property both public 
and private. 
The people of the State of Wlscon 


sin. represented In Senate and Assem- 
bly, do enact as follows: 


Section I. Itlghts Granted. 
Au 


tlmrlty is hereby granted unto W is- 
sin Valley Improvement Company, Its 
successors and assigns, In order to pro- 
mole the purposes hereinafter 
forth, to create, construct, acquire, 
maintain and operate a system of wa 
ter reservoirs located In or along the 
Wisconsin river at points north ol 
township forty (40) north, range tet 
(10) east, and In or along any or all ol 
the direct or Indirect tributaries or 
the Wisconsin river that discharge In 
to said river at any point north of the 
south line of Lincoln county In this 
State, and for that purpose said gran 
tee, 
Its successors and assigns, may 


construct, acquire and maintain all 
such dams, booms, sluiceways, locks 
and otherstructurcs in, alongoracrosj 
any and all of .such tributaries and 
the said portion of the Wisconsin rlv 
er as may be necessary or reasonably

Section.! Eminent Domain. For 


the purpose of creating, acquiring, 
maintaining and operating the dams 
and other works authorized as afore- 
said, the Wisconsin Valley Improve 
inent Company, its successors and as- 
signs Is hereby authorized to take 
and use any lands, riparian or other 
rights, timber and stone, that maybe 
required for the creation, construction 
and maintenance of any and all reser- 
voirs, dams and other structures and 
improvements that may bo necessary 
to accomplish the purposes of this act, 
and whenever It cannot agree with 
the owner or owners of any such re- 
quired lands, or other property, for 
the purchase thereof and for the com- 
peiisal Ion to be paid therefor, the 
said Wisconsin Valley Improvement 
Company, Its successors and assigns, 
may acquire title to any .such lands 
and other property above specified, or 
the right, to use same for said pur- 
poses, by the exercise of the power of 
eminent domain under and In pursu- 
ance of sections l"7a, l"""b, ITTTc, and 
17Td of the Wisconsin statutes of 1808 
and the laws amendatory thereof and 
supplemental thereto. 


And In case the possession or use of 


any such property shall be obtained 
by said Wisconsin Valley Improve- 
ment Company, or Its successors eras- 
signs, before acquiring the title there- 
to or the right to use .thereof by pur- 
chase or condemnation, the owner or 


owners of the same property shall 
have the right to institute proceed-

tlon water reservoirs In accordance 
with tills act of a capacity sutllclent 
to store up in times of abundance aw 
retain and discharge 
In times of 


scarcity two billion cubic feet of wa- 
ter that would not be so stored up and 
retained by nature, It, or they, shal 
bo entitled to charge, collect and re 
colvo reasonable and uniform toll: 
from the owner or owners or lessee or 
lessees of each and every hnprovec 
and operated water power located up- 
on the Wisconsin river, or any trllm 
tarles thereof, below any said reser- 
voir or reservoirs, but not exceeding 
In the aggregate of all its reservoirs ; 
net annual return of six ((I) per cent 
on the cash capital actually paid Jn 01 
stock subscriptions to the grantee, Its 
successors and assigns, after paying 
all reasonable costs of operation am 
maintenance. Said tollsshall bo semi 
annually llxcd, ascertained and deter- 
mined by said grantee, Its success 
ors or assigns, on or about the llrst 
day of .luly and the llrst day of .lanu 
ary of each year for the six month: 
period preceding each of said dates. 
Said tolls shall bo llxed In proportior 
to the cubic foot storage fall of tin 
improved and operated water powers 
aforesaid, 
provided, however, that 


operated water powers having a watei 
wheel Installation not more than sulll 
clent to use the minimum natura 
How of the stream, estimated on t.U 
basis of a How of eighteen (IS) cubic 
feet of water per minute for eacli 
square mile of drainage area tributary 
to the power, shall not be subject tc 
tolls. The "cubic foot storage fall" 
of each water power shall be deter- 
mined by multiplying the maximum 
height of the head of water obtained 
by development of such water power 
by the storage capacity expressed in 
ciiblc feet of the water storage reser 
volrs ol the grantee, Its successors or 
assigns, successfully maintained and 
operated so as to benefit such water 
power. It shall be the duty of the 
grantee, Its successors or assigns, to 
employ competent hydraulic engineer! 
to assist In determining the tolls lobe 
charged as aforesaid, and the expense 
thereof shall bo treated as part of the 
cost of maintenance and operation of 
said works. If any such Improved 
water power be operated by a lessei

days notice to the opposite party 
Such engineer shall, within sixty days 
after his appointment, Investigate the 
conditions and determine the amount 
of tolls chargeable to and payable by 
the person claiming to be aggrieved,

Such engineer 
shall make his determination In writ-

If 
the 


waterpower of Wisconsin needs Im- 
proving, let the great State do It. 
It Is too much to give a great corpor- 
ation the right to Interfere 
with 


other men's property and to tell them 
what they shall and shall not do and 
even be given the right to demand 
toll of them for using their own. 
For Illustration, If a man owns a 
farm through which the Wisconsin 
or <5ne of Its tributaries passes, and 
wishes to develop the water power to 
run a little mill, this corporation 
can demand of him toll for the extra 
power they claim to have added to 
the original power of the 
stream. 


Is It within the province of a slate to 
grant such power to a corporation. 
The bill reads well, Is Ingeniously 
woven but Its purpose- and power can 
not be hidden. 


The agitation will set men think- 


ing and will show them that the peo- 
ple wish the measure killed. It Is not 
safe to trust to an Individual legisla- 
tor, for his objections may have been 
removed In u way unknown to the 
masses. 


If the masses feel as the editor of 


THE Jfisw yoiiTii does, they can kill 
the bill; they can apneal to the legis- 
lature to vote against It and then to 
the governor to veto It. 


JUSTICE FOR THEPEOPLE AND. 
THE 


RAILROADS. 


'•For they have sown tho wind and 


they shall reap tho whirlwind." 
Bead tho dispatches from tho various 
state capitals, note tho railroad legis- 
lation that Is Introduced and passed, 
and note also how this prophecy is 
fullllleil, to tho dismay of railroad 
managers. They that have tres- 
pasM-d against the law, that have 
utronded against justice and fair deal- 
ing l»y corruption and discrimination, 
ur» siirnly "-aping tho whirlwind. 


But tho moral Is not for their In- 


struction alone. 
Lot the 
people 


themselves tako warning. If they 
sow the wind in lll-consldorod legis- 
lation enacted precipitately and with- 
out Intelligence, they, too, may not 
escape tho whirlwind of railroad bank- 
ruptcies and wrecked Industries. In 
order to prevent such a calamity It Is 
by no- means desirable that 
they 


should pass swiftly from the demand 
for a proper regulation of tho roads 
to a toleration of old evils, but It Is 
desirable that they should reason to- 
gether and not rush forward blindly 
In Ignorance and passion. 


Justice Is tho goal, and Justice 


alone. In order that Justice may bo 
done a largo measure of public con- 
trol Is necessary. The Hepburn bill 
was necessary, the federal and state 
commissions arc necessary. At all 
times it must be recognized that tho 
common carriers exist by public 
license and that they are the servants 
of the whole public. 


But tho public should bo as con- 


scientious in protecting their rights 
as It Is now vigorous In asserting its 
own. 
And when the legislators of a 


state whoso population Is both small 
and unevenly distributed Insist on a 
uniform '-'-cent fare It Is evident that 
they are paying no attention what- 
ever to the right. They are actingon 
Impluse without thouhgt. Meanwhile 
there is no mystery whatever as to tho 
course that they should pursue. They 
should begin with intelligent study 
of the subject. They should turn 
over to state commissions tho task of 
Inquiring Into varying conditions and 
preparing equitable rates. Wo want 
no Illnchlng in the great campaign for 
the safeguarding of tho people's In- 
terests, but it would be a lamentable 
and an Inexcusable mistake If tlit 
leadership of that campaign wore to 
lw committed to tho reckless and tho 
ignorant. 


Tho Uccord-IIerald has nothing to 


regret because of Its advocacy of con- 
trol and regulation. It will remain 
true to Its principles, fight discrim- 
ination, uphold gonoraly an Intcle- 
gent, progressive policy In tho Inter- 
est of tho public. It will approve a 
movement for a reduction of fares 
whenever the movement scums reas- 
onable. But It will not bo carried 
away by a stampede, and It bolleves 
that tho peoplo will flnaly seek Jus- 
tice only and turn a deaf ear to tho 
talk of" demagogues, realizing that 
the mouth of fools poureth out fool- 
ishness and that such guidance as 
theirs must lead to disastcr.-Chlcago 
llocord-llerald.

ALTERATIONS IN THE GULF STREAM 


Since tho earthquake In Jamaica 


the gulf stream does not veer as much 
to tho east when It leaves tho gulf. 
There seems to bo a general shift 
westward of tho stream. 


"Since tho Jamaica earthquake an 


Important change in the gulf stream 
has been noted, and Its effect upon 
tho climate of America and Europe 
Is being discussed. Tho gulf stream, 
recognl/.ed as tho great hot water 
heating plant of the Atlantic, seems 
again to have favored America, for It 
has cuddled up closer to the, western 
continent. 


'Tho discovery Is made by Capt. 


John C. Solcy, New Orleans, of tho 
gulf division of tho hydrographlc sur- 
vey. 
Before the earthquake tho gulf 


stream ran close to tho western end 
of Cuba, curving toward tho United 
States coast from tho south and bend- 
ing to tho.east around tho Florida 
peninsula. It seems that now tho 
stream hugs the Central American 
coast and comes out into tho Atlantic 
deflected more to the west than form- 
erly. 


"The popular notion that the cli- 


mate of England and western Europe 
depends upon tho gulf stream Is not 
supported by the best authorities now. 
While tho climate Is exceptionally 
balmy for such a northern latitude 
and may bo duo generally to the warm- 
er ocean currents from tho south, tho 
gulf st ream as such Is scarcely dis- 
tinguishable In temperature above 
latitude 40 from tho adjacent ocean 
and besides Is broken up Into several 
branches. 


"Neither the fogs of Newfoundland 


nor the climate of England and west- 
ern Europe are now attributed to the 
gulf stream, but to warm winds from 
the south. "—Exchange.

RIVERS ROB STATE. 


Madison, AVIs., "The 
Mississippi 


and the streams running Into It havo 
taken 1,000,000 acres or land from tho 
western side of our Htatc," declares 
State Forester E. M. Grlffllh. "Tho 
damage wrought by crouton IH Increas- 
ing yearly, as tho western and south- 
western counties become older and 
bottur settled. The removal of the 
timber Is the primary cause of tho In- 
creased devastation wrought by tho 
water. I believe It Is time for the 
State to step in and prevent further 
loss by reforesting the places which 
erosion has made useless for agricul- 
ture. 


'The annual loss In Green, Grant, 


LaFayetto and the western counties 
In the State through erosion is moro 
than twice the amount of the State, 
county and town taxes which those 
counties pay," says Frank Ilutchlns, 
head of the 
university 
extension 


movement and originator of the free 
library service cf Wisconsin. 


"The removal of the timber leaves 


tho soil to be swept down Into tho 
runs by the spring freshet and when 
tho rivers are at llood you can say 
that half of their volume consists of 
the choicest soil In the state of Wis- 
consin. 


"Green county, one of tho richest 


farming sections In tho country and so 
far removed from the great river that 
you would not expect It to be robbed 
by the elements, Is as great a sulferer 
as any county of them all. Every little 
run Is widening and deepening Into a 
gully and this process Is producing an 
appreciable Increase In tho amount of 
land In the county which has ceased 
to be arable. 


"In Europe tho best means of head- 


ing olT this loss has been sclentlllcally 
studied for years. Mr. Grllllth has 
slides showing the manner in which 
the oldur countries on tho continent 
protect their farms from tho desola- 
tion brought by erosion. They plant 
trees and shrubs, furnish sluices for 
water and take advantage of every 
little elevation of ground to control 
and render harmless the rush of wa- 
ter In the spring and after heavy 
storms. Wisconsin should take steps 
now to avert more serious trouble 
In the future. 
The 
situation 'Is 


already such as to demand Intelligent 
treatment at once."—Exchange.
